Faatilies who want an authen­ 
tically styled Colonial house 
should take special pains with 
the entrance-just as the Colo­ 
nists ef Jamestown and Salim 
did long «pi» 
Homos of the very early tat­ 
tlers were purely functional, de- 
to prorida only batic pro­ 
tection against enemies and the 
elements. However, as the colo­ 
nists prospered, residents of 
thriving towns began to build 
larger, more attractive homes 
that gave them pleasure as well 
es protection. 
One arse of these homes that 
dearly received special attention 
was the main entrance. Skilled 
carpenters often were called on 
to outdo themselves in producing 
outstanding panel doors and dis­ 
tinctive frames from the wood 
that was plentiful in the area. 
Gracefully fluted frames as well 
as painstakingly carved pedi­ 
ments were common. 
One of !he most popular door 
patterns called for six panels ar­ 
ranged to represent a Cross and 


open Bible. Historians agree that 
panel doors with the Croas and 
Bible pattern were once used as 
charms to protect the inhabit­ 
ants against witches and other 
•vilapirite. 
It wasn't too long ago that 
thora were only two ways to get 
an authentic Colonial door: buy 
a real antique or k m a now out 
custom-made-beth vary expen­ 
sive. Today, however, this is no 
longer necessary, since authen­ 
tic copies of many stylos of panel 
doors and complete entrances 
are readily available as factory* 
made units. They me made of 
durable ponderoea pine in a num­ 
ber of stock sizes, and c u be ob­ 
tained from building materials 
dealers throughout the country. 
Precision machining assures 
an accurate weather-tight fit, and 
the use of special chemicals adds 
extra years to the naturally long, 
useful life of ponderosa pine.

Stock wood panel doors come 
from the factory sanded and 
ready for finishing with either 
paint, stain or vanish.
